DOUBTED PRISONER’S GUILT. 


Negro’s Attorney Decided, However 
That Appeal Was Useless, 


W. G. M. Thomas of Chattanooga, who 
is staying at the Hotel Imperial, and who 
was of the counsel assigned by the court 
to defend the negro Ed Johnson, lynched 
in Chattanooga Monday night, said yes- 
terday: 

“The crime was a most atrocious one, 
and there was great indignation over it, 
Three days later the negro Johnson, who 
had been suspected of the crime, was ar- 
rested. The prisoner was convicted by 
one of the most intelligent juries I have 
ever known. 

‘At my suggestion, In view of the im- 
portance of the case, the Judge appointed 
three additional lawyers to go over the 
evidence for the purpose of determining 


whether an appeal should be taken. We 
six spent an entire afternoon and until 
12 o'clock at night going over the evi- 
dence. It was our unanimous opinion 
that no error had been committed upon 
which we might hope to iy a reversal 
or a new trial. An app could mean 
nothing but delay in the execution of the 
prisoner. We thought also that a delay 
might result in another assault upon the 
jail, with chances of possible injury to 
other prisoners confined in it. For ‘theas 
reasons we advised against an appeal.

Twenty Armed, Masked Men Loot a 
Moscow Institution. 
MOSCOW, March 20.—The Crédit Mu- 
tue one of the largest banks in Mosdow, 
was mysteriously robbed by masked men 
at dusk to-night, the robbers obtaining 


$432,500. 
According to the story of the guards, 
in the twinkling of an eye they were con- 


fronted with revolvers in the hands of 
twenty masked men, who had entered si- 
lently by the main door, which had been 
locked when the office force left. After 
@ command to the guards to hold up their 
hands not a word was spoken. The guards 
were quickly bound and gagged, and | 
thrown into a dark corner. The robbers 
then took up positions at all the entrances 
and the curtains of the windows were 
lowered. 

The chief of the robbers, who directed 
the operations of his associates by ges- 
tures and without speaking, showed thor- 
ough familiarity with the location of the 
vaults. When all was ready he went to 
the heavy burglar proof safe, and, with 
a few whirls of the knob, threw the com- 
bination of the lock. The heavy doors 
swung open, and the treasure of the bank 
was revealed, 

The plunder, consisting of gold, silver, 
and notes, was speedily thrust into sacks, 
When a clean haul of the money had 
been made, not a kopeck being left, the} 
robbers departed as silently as they had 
come, making their exit through the main; 
entrance and leaving no trace behind 
them. They h&d been in the bank less 
than half an hour. 

Twenty minutes later one of the guards 
succeeded in freeing himself and gave! 
the alarm. The dumbfounded policemen 
and house porter, who had been standing 
in front of the bank throughout, declared 
that they had seen no one enter .-or 
leave it.

This little State has had an existence of 
about 1,000 years, and the Kingdom of 
Italy is apparently quite content to let it 
go on being independent. The people are 
contented and happy, there ts no public! 
debt, and, altogether, conditions in San 
Marino approach as nearly the ideal as 
conditions anywhere on earth. In future 
however, refugees from American justice 
— no longer be able to obtain Sanctuary 
there.

RULE AUTOISTS BY BUMPS. 


Professor-Mayor Will Shunt Them Into 
River If They Run Fast.

MIDDLETOWN,, Conn., March 20.— 
Mayor Fisher, the Wesleyan economics 
Professor elected Mayor two months ago, 
has received numerous complaints re- 
garding automobile scorchers, and has 
hit on a novel plan to end the nuisance. 

He will have the Street Commissioner 
build a series of bumps and knolls along 
the highways leading into the city. Au- 
tomobilists, if they are exceeding the 
speed limit, will be thrown out of their 
machines, or seriously shaken up when 
they meet these bumpers. Other places 
will be so fixed that if the automobiles 
go fast they will be shunted off into the 
Connecticut River. 


ARMORED AUTO FOR GOLD. 


T. M. Hart Orders One to Carry Treas- 
ure Through Yaqui Country. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, March 20.—In order to insure 
the safe passage of gold from his mines 
in Mexico, Torran M. Hart of Cambridge, 
Mass., has placed an order for an auto- 
mobile which will be plated with armor 
and will carry in its tonneau two Gatling 
guns for use in case of attacks by In- 
dians. Besides fulfilling this purpose, 
the automobile will be used to convey Mr, 
Hart about his properties. 

Mr. Hart, whose business as an attor- 
ney keeps him in Now York a large part 
of the time, has extensive mining proper- 
ties in Mexico. He has suffered occa- 
sionally from attacks by the Yaquls. 
They have stormed the trains transport- 
ing the ore from the mines, and he fig- 
ured that the only way to secure safe 
transportation of the gold was to have 
the train placed under guard. 


BARGE AND CREW MISSING. 


The Martha McCabe and Three Men 
Went Adrift in Gale. 


The tug Margaret, Capt. Hickman, arriv- 
ed in port yesterday with the tug J. R. 
Dempsey «in tow, after a rough experi- 
ence at sea in which Capt. Higkman was 
compelled to abandon the barge Martha 
McCabe, with Capt. Willard Massey and 
a crew of two sailors, and the barge Vir- 
ginia Hudson. The crew of the Hudson 
were taken off after qa. desperate struggle 
against wind and wave in a small boat 
by the crew-of the tug, but it is feared 
that Capt. Massey and the two sailors 
were driven out to sea in the storm which 
raged when she was last seen by Capt. 
Hickman, and that they have gone to the 
bottom with the barge. 


AN EXCISE ACT INVALID. 


Ambler Special Law Exceeded the 
Legislature’s Powers. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 20.—The Court 
of Appeals to-day affirmed the decision 
of the Appellate Division, Supreme Court, 
in declaring unconstitutional the Ambler 
Special Excise law of the last Legislature. 
This provided that in New York City 
| hotel liquor tax certificates issued for the 
| year 1905 might be revoked if the build- 
lings did not comply with the building 

laws governing hotels. 

It was supplemental to a similar law to 
regulate the issue of hotel licenses in the 
future. The law expired on Jan. 1, 1906, 

| and the decision is important only as 
fixing the power of the Legislature in 


such a matter. 


KILLS SEVEN WITH CROWBAR. 


Foreman, Unaided, Overcomes a Con- 
spiracy to Murder Him. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BRISTOL, Tenn., March 20.—With a 
steel crowbar for his weapon George Hav- 

|erly killed seven Italians, one by one, 
who were attempting to murder him to- 
day, near Marion, N. C., where construc- 
tion work is in progress on the South and 
West Railroad. 

Haverly is foreman in charge of the 
work. The Italians say they were being 
driven too hard. It is alleged that they 
combined to murder Haverly with spades 
and picks. 

They made a rush for him, but Haverly 
seized a long crowbar and placed himself 
so that he could not be attacked from be- 
hind. As the first of the Itallans came 
in reach, Haverly swung the crowbar. 
They kept coming, and Haverly continued 
to swing the bar, until seven lay dead in 
front of him. 


WM. ROCKEFELLER NOT ILL. 


His Throat Trouble Cured, Says a 
Friend of the Family. 


Reports of the illneses of William Rock- 
efeller, now in Burope, were denied at 
26 Broadway yesterday. Mr. Rockefeller’s 
private secretary said that no word that 
he was ill had been received at the office, 
as would surely have been the case had 
the story been true. In fact, he said, 
the last news of Mr. Rockefeller had 
told that he was in good health. ‘ 

The statement of the secretary was 
borne out by a personal friend of the 
Rockefeller family who did not wish his 
mame used. This man said that while 
it was true that Mr. Rockefeller had 
suffered from an affection of the throat 
before his trip abroad, it had never been 
said that the trouble was of a virulent 
nature. 

“Only a short time ago Mr. Rocekefel- 
ler’s son told me,” said this friend of 
the family, ‘“‘that his father’s throat 
trouble had been cured abroad. The last 
word from Mr. Rockefeller that has 
reached his family was entirely reassur- 
ing. I believe he is in the best of health. 
In fact, we expect him soon to return 
a well man.”

BLISS WON'T DISCUSS 
RECEIPT 10 HAMILTON 


Leaves Town When a Picture of 
It Is Given Out. 


THE “JUDGE” TALKS FREELY 


But Not Going Before Jerome—An Ex 
plicit Denial by Mr. Mackay That 
He Knows Hamilton, 


Andrew Hamilton made public yester- 
day a photographic reproduction of that 
$75,000 receipt which has been the source 
of much annoyance recently to the friends 
of Cornelius N. Bliss. 

Mr. Bliss has denied all along that he 
gave ‘“‘Judge” Hamilton a receipt for 
$75,000 which the New York Life In- 
surance Company gave to the Republican 
campaign fund in 1896, when Mr. Bliss 
was Treasurer of the Republican National 
Committee. He declined to talk about it 
yesterday morning when the reporters saw 
him. In the early afternoon he left the 
city, and it was reported that he had 
gone to Washington to confer with Post- 
master General Cortelyou and other Re- 
publicans about the. gifts which the Re- 
publicans have received from the insur- 
ance companies in the twelve or more 
years that Mr. Bliss has had charge of 
the fund-gathering. 

“Judge” Hamilton, the New York 
Life’s legislative generalissimo, spent a 


good part of the afternoon in the Hoffman 
House and talked freely about certain 
phases of New York Life affairs. 

“TI can’t quite understand Mr, Bliss say- 
ing that he never gave me that receipt,” 
said ‘“ Judge’’ Hamilton, “for I don’t 
suppose that any one is accusing mie of 
manufacturing it. And I hope, also, that 
they won't think I am telling tales out of 
school, for Mr. McCall and Mr. Perkins 
both told about this payment and the oth- 
ers when they were on the stand.” 

The Receipt. 

The receipt of which a reproduction was 
printed ‘is a composite affair, made out 
first for $10,000, with an additional line 
that makes it read, “ Received from An- 
drew Hamilton, ten thousand dollars and 
sixty-five thousand doll’—total seventy- 
five thousand dollars,”’ and the numerals 
below, first written as $10,000, were sub- 
sequently raised to $75,000. The receipt 
bears the two dates, Oct 1-20, 1896. The 
reason suggested for this was that after 
the first call for money. on which the 
$10,000 was paid, other calls came-along, 
to meet which Hamilton raised $65,000 on 
lhis notes, afterward taken up by the 
company. 

“He had given me a lot of individ 
receipts for these other amounts,” 
| Hamilton yesterday, “‘and then one day 
I went down to his office, at the office 
of Bliss; Fabyan & Co., and he fixed up 
the blanket receipt by adding on the sixty- 
five thousand. It was all done right there 
in his office, and I can’t see how he can 
say that he never signed any such receipt. 

“TI cannot tell about the 1900 and 1904 
contributions, for I didn’t have anything 
to do with them. Panticularly in 1904 I 
was out of it because some of these gen- 
tlemen who are so piously disturbed now 
stepped up then and thought it would be a 
fine thing for them to put up the money 

| for the New York Life. They said: ‘ Let 
us do it,’ and I let them. I didn’t have 
any anxiety to go around and raise the 
price on my individual notes pending the 
time when the company should be able 
to take therm up.” 

Mr. Perkins Later. 


The statement of Hamilton threw some 
light on the evidence taken by the Arm- 
strong Committee that the $48,000 paid 
in 1904 to the New York Life was ad- 
vanced by George W. Perkins through 
checks of J. P. Morgan & Co. and at last 

! paid by a check of the New York Life to 
that firm. Mr. Ferkins, it is generally 
understood, will be considered in one of 
the subsequent chapters of Hamilton's 
story, when he is through with William 
B. Hornblower and some of the other 
Trustees. ‘“ Judge’’ Hamilton in his talk 
yesterday refered to Clarence H. Mackay, 
who recently declared that he did not 
know Hamilton, and had never seen him 
so far as he knew. 

“Mr. Mackay must have a very short 
memory,” said Hamilton, ‘to say that 
he never has seen me and doesn't know 
me. He is an estimable young man, and 
no doubt has forgotten the circumstances 
of my introduction to him some time in 
1905, by John A. McCall. The fact ig 
that Mr. Mackay and 1 met each other 
at the time when the Commercial Cable 
Company was negotiating loans aggre- 
gating about $2,000,000. The $2,000,000 
didn’t include all the loans, but was a sin. 
gle set of the loans. I met Mr. Mackay 
in Mr. McCall's cffice in the New York 
Life Building, and Mr. McCall explained 
the proposition to me. 

“* Judge,’ he said, ‘I hope that now 
that you have met Mr. Mackay you will 
make your fee for searching the titles in 
these loans a little smaller than usual, 
for Mr. Mackay is a Trustee of the New 
York Life.’ I said that I would see what 
I could do, and we parted. As a matter 
of fact, Mr. Mackay saved about $3,000 
by the introduction.” 

Denial by Mr. Mackay. 


Referring to this assertion of the 
“ Judge,” Mr. Mackay made this state- 
ment last night: 

“In regard to Mr. Hamilton's state- 
ment, Mr. Mackay said the Commercial 
Cable Company has never borrowed any 
money from the New York Life Insurance 
Company. In fact, the Commercial 
Cable Company has not borrowed any 
money from anybody for some ten years, 
and has no occasion to borrow any. The

Pretense of an East Side Doctor, 
Whose Victims Are Prosecuting. 


Two women from. the east side, who 
swore they had paid money to Julius Ben- 
jamin of 343 East Seventeenth Street to 
coax the stork to their homes and had 
been disappointed, appeared in the York- 
ville Court yesterday as complainants 
against the ‘ doctor,’’ who was charged 
with practicing medicine without a H- 
cense. 

Benjamin is being prosecuted by the 
New York County Medical Society. John 
|S. Cooper, who appeared as counsel for 
that organization, said in court that in 
the last twelve years, the *‘ doctor” had 
been receiving from $100 to $150 a day 
in two-dollar and one-dollar fees paid by 
east side women without any return. 
Harold Spielberg, who appeared for Ben- 
jamin, said he had received numerous 
offers from Christian Scientists to appear 
in court and testify that the treatments 
given by his client were in accordance 
with the doctrines of their cult. H. Cor- 
nell Wilson, Chairman of the Publication 
Committee of the Christian Scientists in 
the State, was in court but was not called 
to the stand. 

Hyman Goldfarb, a real estate dealer 
of 254 Seventh Street, who is one of the 
complainants against Benjamin, will tell 
his story to-day when the hearing is to 
be resumed. In a complaint filed with 
Magistrate Moss yesterday, Goldfarb 
swears that he and his wife wanted a girl 
baby. He called upon Benjamin with his 
wife. The doctor told him that he was 
too sinful to see his hopes fulfilled. 

“You must buy a silver-handled whisk- 
broom,”’ the doctor told him. ‘“*‘ When you 
get it bring it to me and I will brush 
your sins away.” 

Goldfarb swears he did as directed. 
The ‘ doctor” brushed him industriously 
for several days at $2 a session, he says, 
and finally told him that he thought it 
would be all right. The Godfrarb. hopes 
were not realized. The whiskbroom will 
be produced to-day as evidence. 

3enjamin himself did not seem very 
much concerned, and did seem a little 
amused when his former patients gave 
their testimony. He is a man of middle 
size, probably fifty years old, with Jet 
black whiskers, a face of ascetic white- 
ness, and brown eyes. : 

The first witness was Mrs. Bessie Hy- 
man of (U6 Fitth Street. She told of many 
visits to the doctor and of the payment 
of fees amounting to $100. She was fol- 
lowed by Mrs. Sophie Jacobowitz of 233 
Seventh Street, who said she had gone to 
the doctor for six months. He had given 
her six small pills, and she had given him 
$150. Describing her visits she said: 

* Well, he looked at me and said, ‘ Good 
morning. How do you feel? That will 
be a dollar, please. Now you can go. 
Come back to-morrow.’ Then Ella 
Friedlander, the servant, would. cry 
‘Next.’ The doctor was so busy.”’

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MORTGAGE TAX BILL OUT.

The Dowling law re- 
peals this and provides a tax of one-half 
of 1 per cent. on mortgages at the time 
they are recorded and exempts them from 


‘all taxation thereafter,

SO HE STRANGLED HER 


Then Joseph Byland, Bartender, 
Shot Himself to Death. 


'HAD THREATENED THE WOMAN 


| Drink Causes Tragedy In an East Side 
Flat—Wife’s Appeal Had Saved 
Byland from Prison. 


Joseph Byland strangled his wife, May, 
yesterday morning in their apartments, 
| 836 East Fifteenth Street, and then shot 
himself. He was a bartender and was 
married last May. He was given to drink- 
ing and was frequently out of employ- 
ment. There were continual quarrels, and 
his wife decided to return to her step- 
father, Richard Nurse of.25 Second Ave- 
nue. She slept at his house Monday night

Her brother Charles was alarmed for 
her safety and wished to accompany her. 
jOn Monday afternoon he had gone with

| with a piece of an iron bedstead. On Mon- 
| day night Byland had come around to the 
Nurse house and raised a disturbance, and 
|it was evident he had been drinking. After 
he had left Mrs. Byland’s brother wished 
|to again accompany her to her home, but 
| she refused to let him go with her. ¥ y 
| ‘*If you come, Charlie,’ she said, he il 
lonly beat me harder after you're gone. 
|} So she went alone. ; 
| At about 1 o’clock the expressmen tried 
|to get into the ——— No one an- 
|swered their knocks and the door seemed 
| locked, so they went round to the Nurses 
house to report the matter. Charles Nurse 
| hurried to his sister’s and forced open the 
| door of the apartment. 
In the bedroom at the back he found 
Joseph Byland, dressed only in his under- 
clothes, a revolver in his hand, lying on 
the floor. He had a wound in his right

temple. 

| Underneath the window the woman was 
ilying. The room was dismantled for the 
| packing of the furniture, and the body 
| was between a roll of carpet and the wall. 
She was completely dressed. ‘ 

Nurse notified Policeman Gettling and 
he telephoned the East Twenty-second 
Street Station and for an ambulance. Cor- 
oner Harburger made an examination of 
jthe bodies. Beneath the woman's dress 
| he found the impress of fingers on her 
throat and a red mark running around 
her neck. In his opinion, it was a clear 
case of murder and suicide. Byland had 
first Strangled his wife and then shot 
himself. 

No-one in the house had heard the re- 
volvér shot, but Mrs. Jeanne Reynolds, 
who lives on the second floor; says that 
between 9 and 10 o’clock there was a 
heavy fall in the room ‘above. As she 
knew the Bylands were moving she 
thcught nothing of it, supposing that they 
were shifting the furniture. 

Both bodies have been removed to the 
Morgue for an autopsy. Mrs. Byland’s 
tamily will bury her, but refuse to have 
anything to do with her husband's body, 

About three months ago Byland at- 
tacked and stabbed his father-in-law, 
Richard Nurse. He was drunk at his 
house and a quarrel began between him 
and Charles Nurse over his treatment of 
his wife, Richard Nurse interfered and 
Byland stabbed him in the breast and 
twice in the face, also cutting Charles 
in the hand. He was arrested and brought 
before Special Sessions. He would have 
been sent to jail, but at the request of 
his wife her family withdrew the charge.

The statement of the Deputy Clerk of 
the Children’s Court that Protestant 
children convicted of wrongdoing or}; 
whose guardianship is improper are com- 
mitted every day to Roman Catholic in-; 
stitutions is startling, but not disgraceful | 
to Protestantism, as the court officers} 
maintain. It is in fact the logical out- 
come of the failure of the great juvenile 
reformatories to reform. This failure is 
perceived so clearly by the managers of 
the Protestant institutions that they have 
greatly reduced their capacity to receive 
children, and they have removed to the 
country and established the cottage sys- 
tem, as nearly like family life as the con- 
ditions permit. By this plan they hope 
to know more intimately the individuality 
of each child and its needs, so that the | 
right influence may be brought to bear. 

Many people regard the old-fashioned, 
barracklike institutions and reformatories 
with admiration, imagining them to be 
beneficial, but they are beneficial only 
in one way, as they relieve the Children’s 
Court and society of the burden and re- 
sponsibility. But, in fact, they make for} 
a kind of life that is unnatural in its 
dull routine, where nothing is left to the 
initiative of the children and where their 
imagination receives no uplift to save the 
children from impurity and from conspir- 
ing together for future depredations on 
society. .

It is announced in Washington that 
the Secretary of State will attend the 
Pan-American Conference in Rio Ja- 
neiro next Summer on behalf of the 
United States. It is not imaginable 
that Mr. Root would take a journey 
so tedious and, at the season for which 
it is set, so unpleasant fur an inhabi- 
tant of the temperate zone, unless he 
considered that he could do important 
public service thereby.

The inferior courts, 
been ordained and established by Con- 
gress, are in the large sense under its 
control. Having created it might abol- 
ish them, and establish an entirely dif- 
ferent judicial system. Conceivably it 
might withdraw altogether their equity 
jurisdiction. But that it could deny 
to them equity jurisdiction and the 
right to issue in 
special cases or in suits arising under 
a certain statute is a pfoposition of 
such doubtful soundness that a Con- 
stitutional lawyer not altogether sure 
of his ground might be damaged in his 
reputation when the Supreme Court 
came to examine his doctrine.

|lem of how to replace evil influences 
| by good influences and how to awaken 
in them the capacity for voluntary re- 
sistance to the tendencies by which 
| they must continue to be surrounded. 
This unquestionably can be done to a 
considerable degree by the system 
aimed at in the children’s courts and in 
| the work of the probation officers. 
Quite enough has already been done to 
make it entirely certain that a great 
deal more can be done, if the appro- 
priate machinery and supervision be 
provided.

It dif- 
fers chiefly from the passing of money 
from hand to hand in that—well, that 
the money, or most of it, is passed from 
hands to hands, and that isn’t a differ- 
ence of any great moment. If the fairs 
cannot support themselves, or if those 
who attend and supposedly profit from 
them are not willing to supply from their 
own pockets the money they cost, we are 
aware of no good reason for their per- 
petuation. Of course they supply much- 
needed amusement of a fairly tnnocent 
character to the rustic population, and 
are of great value to the rural bosses 
and politicians, but these are poor excuses 
for their existence at the expense of 
anybody except those directly concerned. 
According to reports from Albany, there 
is not the slightest chance for the Cassidy- 
Lansing bill unless the farmers, or, 
rather, unless the representatives of the 
farmers, can be made sure that they will 
not lose anything by changing the present 
status of affairs. This is a pretty dis- 
graceful situation, and one not calcu- 
lated to convince city folk that all they 
have heard about country virtue was the 
exact truth. For that matter, it’s most 
curious how country virtue always looms 
big at a distance, but when viewed close 
by grows very small or disappears alto- 
gether.

More than one domestic account book 
seems to demonstrate this lamentable phe- 
ncemenon beyond a doubt—to those who 
keep them—and yet the agencies go on 
figuring out that the necessities of life 
cost less than formerly! Our correspond- 
ent supplies the explanation. Things 
really are cheaper, he says, but every- 
body has been transferring items from 
the category of luxuries to that of neces- 
sities, and that is why the salary or the 
income no longer seems to go as far as 
it did ten years ago. There may be 
something in this theory; indeed, there 
probably is. It will be extremely hard, 
however, to convince everybody that it 
accounts for everything. One cannot but 
regret that it is impracticable to figure 
out these averages from retail prices— 
that is, from the prices that everybody 
pays. It is a sad fact that a slight re- 
duction in wholesale prices makes no dif- 
ference in retail prices, while an advance 
of the same size makes a difference of 
from five to ten or twenty times as large. 
Perhaps here is the key of the mystery— 
the advances have all counted, while a 
good many of the decreases have never 
reached the consumer. Anyhow, it is of 
little use to advise a return to the sim- 
plicity of our fathers. It cannot be done. | 
The fathers were as simple as they had 
to be, and no more, and they were com- 
fortable merely because they had not 
learned what comfort Is.. Their luxuries 
really are our necessities, and there is 
no help for it.

FOR SCHOOL DECORATION 


Municipal Art Society’s Bid for 
Historical Paintings. 


FOR MORRIS HIGH SCHOOL 


More Important That City Should Be 
Safe Than Beautiful, Says 
Dr. Strong. 


The city beautiful came in for discus- | 
sion at the dinner of the Municipal Art 
Society of New York, held in the ban- 
quet room of the National Art Club, 37} 
West Thirty-fourth Street, last night. 
Charles R. Lamb presided, and many | 
artists with their wives and daughters | 
Were present. 

The hall was decorated with sketches of | 
designs for the beautification of the city | 
and particularly for the decoration of the 
interior of the Morris High School, which 
is regarded: by the artists and architects | 
of the city as the finest example of what 
may be done in that line by a rich munic- 
ipality. 

President Lamb announced in behalf of 
the society a competition for the decora- } 
tion of the school with historical paint- | 
ings, the subjects to be: ‘‘ Gouverneur 
Morris Addressing the Convention for; 
Framing the Constitution of the United 
States’? and ‘lhe First Treaty Made 
Between the Weekquaisgeek Indians andi 
the Dutch at the Residence of Johannes | 
Bronk in 1642.” i 

The first prize will be a commission to 
execute a full-size detail of one of the 
compositions. If this is not satisfactory, 
the commission is to pay the artist $500. 
If acceptable, the winner is to receive | 
$3,000 for his completed work. The second 
prize will be $200, the third $100, and the! 
two “honorably mentioned”’ are to re-| 
ceive $50 each. 

J. Q. Adams, the first speaker, said that

“The items specially brought to Gov, 
Higgins’s attention Mr. Wall were 
transactions in relation to the issuance by 
the New York City Railway Company of 
3 per cent, notes which were sold at 70 
per cent. of thelr face value to the Metro- 
politan Securities Company, and paid off 
a few months later at par. These facts, 
it is said, did not fully appear in the 
statements made by the companies to the 
Railroad Commission, but were set forth 
‘in a statement made to the Commission- 
lers by Controller Ludlam of the New York 
City Railway Company after the inquiries 
of Mr, Wall were referred to the com- 
pany by the Commissioners.

Where are the stocks?

Late in the Summer of 1905, at a period 
when Wall. Street opinion was somewhat 
mixed and people were without any very 
clear ideas respecting the market, an emi- 
nent banker waved his hands upward in 
a gesture of vague perplexity, stared at 
the ceiling as if something tangible had 
suddenly passed into the fourth dimension 
or vanished into thin air, and asked, won- 
déringly: “Where are the stocks?” He 
was very serious. “‘ They are not here,” he 
continued. “They seem to have disap- 
peared from the Street. I think the people 
must have been taking them away grad- 
ually—so gradually that the supply has 
not diminished perceptibly from, week's 
end to week’s end, but very materially 
from the end of one year to another.” The 
question is quite as pertinent to-day as 
it was nine months ago.

A bull market has been 
in progress for two years, and yet, after 
a@ sethack of only about ten points in the 
general list, commission houses find their 
margined lines so reduced that brokers 
say: “‘ We have never seen a market de- 
cline seriously with so few stocks arourd.” 
The supply of stocks has not been greatly 
increased in the last two years, and the 
transfer books of the big corporations 
show that the number of stockholders: in- 
creases steadily. It is supposed that the 
80-called pool houses are carrying a lot 
of stocks; they must be. The average 
commission house, however, is light of 
stocks.

Some Chicago-Missouri River

WERE TO GET ALL BUSINESS 


Other Roads Balked on Hearing of the 
Agreements—Commerce Commis- 


sion May Aid Shippers.

CHICAGO, March 20.—The conferences 
which were being held here by represen- | 
tatives of the Chicago-Missouri River | 
railroads in regard to the proposed 15) 
per cent, reduction in freight rates on 
those lines have been adjourned indefi- 
nitely without having taken any definite 
action. In railroad circles here it was 
said to-day that it was very improbable | 
that the proposed reduction would be put 
into effect. 

The failure of the movement to reduce 
the freight charges on Chicago-Missour! | 
River traffic is largely the result of the | 
discovery by some of the railroads inter- | 
ested in the negotiations that a number 
e? jobbers controlling a large amount of | 
traffic had secretly agreed with a certain | 
number of the roads to turn over to them | 
all the traffic controlled by these job- | 
bers in return for the proposed reduction | 
in rates. This arrangement would have 
benefited only the roads with which this | 
gecret agreement had been made and the 
other roads thereupon decided to have 
nothing to do with the plan for a general 
reduction in freight rates. 

The failure of the conferences is much 
regretted by conservative railroad repre- 
sentatives here, who saw that the pres- 
ent schedules in many cases are unfair 
and so high that they invite opposition 
from shippers generally. The discontinu- | 
ance of rebates on practically all business | 
handled by these roads has, in effect, | 
raised the freight rates, and it was large- | 
ly to offset the abolition of rebates that | 


the proposed reduction in rates was taken | 
under advisement by the Chicago-Missouri 
ver lines.

BILL WAS BEATEN LAST YEAR 


It Failed Through Opposition of the 
City’s Representatives—The Meas- 
ure Not a Confiscatory One. 


Mayor McClellan has signed the 80-cent 
gas bill. Last night he returned the meas- 
ure to the Legislature with a memoran- 
dum of his approval. 

“The enactment of this measure,”’ says | 
the Mayor in this memorandum, “ will, | 
in my judgment, serve as a protection to 
the public against excessive charges by the 
corporations engaged in furnishing illu- 
minating gas in the City of New York. 
When a similar measure was before the 
Legislature last year, I, as Mayor request- 
ed each Senator from the city to favor its 
passage, because I was convinced, after 
careful investigation, that the price which 
it proposed to establish was not unjust 
to the gas companies. The Dill failed, 
and failed, unfortunately, through the 
opposition of some of the city’s own rep- 
resentatives. 

‘““Those who ipply 
are public utility corporations. 
entitled, therefore, to a reasonable 
on the cost of production and distribu- 
tion of the commodity they serve. If the 
legislative rate is sufficient to produce 
such a profit, they have no right to com- 
plain. 

It is clearly within the power of the 
Legislature in such cases to fix a rate in 
excess of which the companies may not 
charge the public, provided that it be not 
unjust to the companies. The rate here- 
tofore fixed has long been unfair to the 
public. Both producer and consumer, 
under such circumstances, are entitled to 
justice as exact as human wisdom can 


apportion it, and any marked inequality 
to either would not be upheld by the 
courts. 

“The city, at the present time, has this 
exact question awaiting adjudication in its 
contests of all the claims of the gas 
companies for the past three years. The 
outcome of that litigation, it is expected, 
will silence every question on this point, 

“Jf this measure was confiscatory of 
the property of the gas companies, I| 
would withhold my approval of it under 
all circumstances. But it is not confisca- 
tory, and the unsupported statements of 
the companies’ representatives to that ef- 
ect are overthrown by the report of the 
egislative committee which last year ex- 
amined the subject, as well as by the 
nvestigations of the expert engineers who 

ave been engaged in the city’s behalf in 
the litigation referred to. 

“The position taken in this memoran- 
dum is no departure from the principles | 
of our system of government. It is no 
declaration of new rights or duties. It 
has the support of justice, is based upon 
the common law, and is in fact promotive 
of every interest involved, either public 
or private. |

IS IN THE 23D REGIMENT 


| Spanish War Fighter Also Known for 
His Teas—Arrested, Nearly Destl- 
tute, in Philadelphia. 


Louls C. Schiiep, Treasurer and General 
| Manager of the Guardian Savings and 
Loan Company, 318 Broadway, was ar- 
rested in Philadelphia early yesterday on 
charges of perjury, forgery, grand larce- 
jny, and embezzlement. He was found in 
ja cheap boarding house, having been 
{traced there by detectives, who learned 
|} that his mail was forwarded to the “ gen- 
eral delivery’ of the Philadelphia Post 
| Office. 
| Schiiep, who was a member of the 
Twenty-third Regiment of Brooklyn, a 
Mason, and a welcome guest in many of 
|the best homes in Brooklyn, was almost 
| destitute when the detectives found him. 
|He had been working as a printer, but 
could not get rid of luxurious tastes, 
spending nearly all he earned on expen- 
sive cigars and occasional drinks. 

He is a very mild-mannered man. His 
friends called him “the cat,” because of 
his soft tread. Formerly they often teased 
him about his fierce beard, saying that 
he wore it to make himself seem a real 
soldier. When the war with Spain was 
declared Schliep enlisted and was com- 
missioned as a Captain in the One Hun- 
dred and Fourteenth Volunteer Infantry. 
The teasing ended and he was treated as 
a hero when he went back to Brooklyn. 

He had good apartments at 116 Mon- 
tague Street, where he occasionally gave 
a tea. He was a man with a good income, 
polite manners, and was believed to be 
connected with prominent Western fami- 
lies, particularly the Schlieps of Iowa. 

The other side of the story, leading to 
his arrest, is the charge that for eight 
years he had enjoyed an income of $4,000 
la year through fraudulent dealings in 
'mortgages, robbing credulous peogle by 
means of promises that if they would pay 
| him twice the interest on first mortgages 
on their property and give to him a second 
mortgage, he would not only pay off the 
first mortgage, but the second in his 
name, so that in ten years the mortgagee 
would own his property free of all debt. 
Most of his clients were firemen or po- 
licemen, while many were Italians. 
According to the evidence in the hands 
of the District Attorney Capt. Schliep 
was also the general manager of the 
Treasury Corporation Co-operative Sav- 
ings and Loan Association and the Han- 
over Realty Guaranty Company, the three 
| corporations working in harmony, 
Attorney General Mayer brought an ac- 
tion against the Guardian Savings and 
|Loan Company two months ago for its 
dissolution because of insolvency, and in 
that action Newell Lyon, a lawyer of 
220 Broadway, was appointed receiver 
and took over the company’s books and 
assets. Its assets appeared to be mostly 
in the form of second mortgages on vari- 


ous properties in and around New York 
City. After making a thorough examina- 
tion of the books of the company Mr. 
Lyon found that the company was insol- 
vent. 

Mr. Lyon called the attention of tho 
Attorney General to his conviction that 
much o? the money paid in had been ap. 
propriated by -Schliiep to his own pur- 
poses. His belief was that Schliep made 
fictitious entries in the books to cover 
such appropriations by charging up pay- 
nents to a fictitious ** legal department "’ 
and otherwise. He also said that Schliep 
as Secretary and Treasurer of the com- 
pany had made false statements of the 
|cendition of the company to the State 
BankKing Department. He was directed 
by Attorney General Mayer to make a 
ifurther investigation, and assigned M. 
Van Rensselaer, an expert accountant, 
}to co-operate in examining the books. 
As a result of Mr. “"1n Rensselaer’s ex- 
amination of Capt, w~chliep’s books the 
charges for perjury, forgery, grand lar- 
ceny, and embezzlement were formulated 
against Schliep and laid before the Dis- 
tr.ct Attorney. 

A warrant for Schliep’s arrest was is- 
sued on March 2, but Schliiep could not 
be 





found until detectives placed him in 
Philadelphia, where he was arrested early 
yesterday morning. 

The specific charge upon which Schliep 
has been arrested is forgery in the third 
degree for making false entries in the 
books of the company, of the receipt of 
money from a member of the company 
named J. L. Bohm, and the payment of 
the money to Mr. C. 8S. Warbasse, an at- 
torney of 189 Montague Street, Brooklyn. 
Mr. Bohm had ceased all relations with 
the COmMBORT. and this payment did not 
pass through the hands of the company 
or of Schliep. 

The purpose of making these entries, it 
is alleged, was to give the appearance 
that the account was atill active, so that 
when an examination should be made b 
the Banking Department it would sho 
the company was doing business and 
should be allowed to continue and not be 
closed up.

GOSLIN AGAIN FIGURES 
IN SWINDLING CHARGE 


Said to Have Posed as “Griffen” 
in a Mining Deal. 


OBTAINED OPTION ON STOCK 


Property of Western Gold Mining Co. 
Was Attached In Suit — Justice 
Greenbaum Vacates Writ. 


The name of Alfred R. Goslin came up 
in court again yesterday in a decision re- 
lating to a mining stock deal in which 
Goslin, in the opinion of Supreme Court 
Justice Greenbaum, was the prime mover 
in a conspiracy to defraud. Goslin was 
referred to in the decision as “an alleged 
notorious swindler."’ 

The matter at issue came up on a mo- 
tion to vacate an attachment obtained by 
Charles Turner of 1,028 Gates Avenue, 
Brooklyn, as assignee of Charles M. Dunn 
of 152 Hewes Street, Brooklyn, against 
property in this city owned by the West- 
ern Gold Mining Company of Oroville, 
Cal. This attachment was obtained in a 
suit to recover $29,500, which !t was al- 
leged Dunn had been induced by fraud to 
pay for treasury stock in the mining 
company. 

Among the papers submitted on the mo- 
tion to vacate the attachment is an affi- 
davit of Werner Fabian of Oroville, 
President of the mining company, setting 
forth that it is chartered under the laws 
of Idaho, and owns 1,200 acresof mining 
land.
